ICE GORGE IN THE MENOMINEE RIVER. 


New Dangers Threaten, Although Anx- 
iety Is Relieved: at Bau Claire 
and Chippewa Falls. 


+— 

Menominee, Mich.,. Dec. 4,—[Special,]—An 
ice gorge has developed in the Menominee 
River at Grand Rapids which threatens se- 
riohs damage’ to farm, mill, and: railroad 
property, Such as occurrence is unprece- 
dented in the history of this river and is due 


to the early cold snap which froze the water’ 


to such a depth that the unusually heavy 
flow was backed up. This caused the ice to 
raise, forming a jam twenty feet high in 
some places. The gorge extends for eight- 
een miles above the head of Grand Rapids. 

The river has overflowed its banks in sev- 
eral places as far up as Twin Islands. The 
large relay farm of: the Ludington, Wells & 
Van Schaack company is covered with four 
feet of water. Above Fischer the river has 
virtually changed its course and ‘has swept 
into the Cedar River. channel. Much prop- 
erty is destroyed. 

Shawano, Wis., Dec. 4.—At Keshena Falls, 
two miles up the river, ice is piled below the 
falls thirty feet high. Water backs up so

} eee afd ia half milés down the river, 
+ dnd is piled high agains the .Keshena 
bridge. Water is backing tp a creek at the 
village, and part of the place is under water. 
The flood is rising steadily. At the govern- 
ment planing-mill the water is seven feet 
deep, and all of the agency property is in 
danger. 

Chippewa Falls, Wis., Dec. 4.—[Special.}]— 
The citigens of Chippewa Falis are congratu- 
lating themselves tonight that the danger is 
over. ‘The river has fallen two feet since its 
high water of yesterday, and Is steadily re- 
ceding. Mayor Lindley and party made a 
trip down the river today in a special train, 
stépping at various points to examine the 
condition of the gorge; After the party re- 
turned Mayor Lindley made the following 
statement: 

‘“ We were all firmly convinced that the re- 
ceding of the water is permanent, and that 
the gorge will not become any more menac- 
ing than it is at present.’ : 

Anchor ice is still.coming down in large 
quantities, but it is passing beneath the gorge 
and not adhering to it as it did yesterday.

and went to Kansas to loan money for their 
* friends, the capitalists,’’ you ceuld have 
saved many of the heartaches (caused from 
depleted bank accounts) you now endeavor 
to assuage by administering your caustic 
editorials on ‘‘ Kansas Pops ’”’ in'particular 
and all inhabitants of the State in general. 
From a fourteen (14) years’ residence in 
Kansas I speak from experience, and what 
I say regarding financial matters can be 
verified by “any of your readers who will 
take the trouble to investigate my state- 
ments.

Our local building and lodn association, 
with a’ capital of $1,000,000, with some 400 
loans, during a period of fourteen years’ ex- 
periénce has foreclosed but three mortgages, 
and does not own a dollar’s worth of real es- 
tate today. Can any Illinois association 
show a better record than this Kansas in- 
stitution? 

Il have no fault to find with any one for 
scoring Populists,-or any other political par- 
ty, when they deserve it, but for THe Tris- 
UNe or any other paper to persistently

It was asserted confidently that the rainfall 
was greater there than the fact and that 
the more numerous the farms the more 
abundant wotld be the supply of moisture. 
The Eastern capitalists were assured of the 
safety of loans they might make on farms 
in the semi-arid regions, and they invested 
heavily there, especially soon after 1880. 
There was much reckless borrowing and 
much unwise lending of good gold value 
money. 


In the course of time there came an un- ) 


pleasant change. It turned out that there 
was not enough rainfall west of the 
08% meridian to warrant the cultivation 
of theland, ¢ven by men who were out of debt. 
The settlers there had madea great blunder. 
The payment of many of the mortgages 
which-had been given was an impossibility. 
On top of that the world’s price of some of 
the agricultural products which Eastern 
Kansas produced abundantly fell because of 
overproduction to demand, 

How did the Kansans meet these mis- 
fortunes? Like intelligent, educated peo- 
ple who had been through the furnace fires 
of greater calamities, who had known the 
desolation of civil war, and the atrocities of 
pro-slavery raiders? Not at all. 

‘They cast the philosophy of patience and 
endurance to the winds and invented Popu- 
lism. The distress in Western Kansas which 
tempted to dishonest policies spread into 
Eastern Kansas, where good crops were 
raised and tens of millions of gold value 
monéy had been borrowed to improve and 
develop the resources of that naturally rich 
There arose among - them 
what they thought was a modern Joan 
of Arc, who announced that her mis- 
sion was to drive out those sinful money- 
changers, plutocrats, and goldbuges' who had 
been invited to enter Kansas and invest 
their capital there. Mra, Lease advised the 
Kansas farmers to “ raise less corn and 
more h—1.”’ pres ‘ = 

Simpson, Breidenthal, Lewelling, Peffer, 
and the lesser lights of Populism echoed her 
cry, and the advice they gave was taken by 
& majority of the voters of the intelligent 
State of Kansas. The Democrats, mostly 
the descendants of Missouri dnd Arkansas 
border rufflans, were converted with great 
ease to the doctrine of repudiation and there 
ceased to be a Democratic party in Kansas. 
It did not take long to win over enough 
cranky, weak-brained Republicans to give 
the new organization a majority. -It elected 
a Governor, a Legislature, and a United 
States Senator. 


These Kansas Populists wanted to chéat. 


Eastern and other creditors out of what 
money they had loaned. Therefore the

The 
Populist leaders went up and down the coun- 
try preaching their swindling doctrines. 

Naturally they had most influence near 
home, and they made numerous converts im 
Nebraska, ard a good many in South Dakota.

of Congress. 

The degeneracy spread and deepened, and 
this year thé Populists of Kansas had 
rotten votes enough to carry Kansas for 
Bryan and his platform of repudiation, free 
silver, and free riot, to elect a Populist Gov- 
ernor and Legislature and most of the Con- 
gressmen. They had so infected Nebraska 
and South Dakota that they too went for 
Bryanism. Being in contfol, the Kansas 
Populists now propose to make war on Hast- 
ern capital. The life and fire insurance 
companies are to be driven out along 
with the remaining loan agencies .which 
handle Eastern money for investment in 
Kansas. The State Constitution is to be 


amended so as to keep Eastern capital out. 


Mexican dollars are to be made a legal tender 
in the State. 

Kansas proposes to commit follies une 
dreamed of in stupid, prejudice-ridden Mis- 
sourl or Arkansas;-and yet this Kansas cor- 
respondént asks “‘why Kansas should be 
singied out.” 

It had @ spasm of sanity in 1804 when it 
elected a° Republican Senator and most of 
its Congressmen were Republicans. If it 
had not-relapsed into the dishonest vagaries 
of Populism this year nothing wpuld have 
heen said of its previous follies and offenses. 
The devils cast out in 1894 returned in great- 
er numbers and with increased vehemence in 
1896 and took charge of the State. 

The correspondent asserts thet Kansas 
papers which are speaking about “ silver re+ 
pudiationists ’* now clamored for frée silver 
for years. Did they clamor for free silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1, worth 50 cents on the 
dollar, and for the payment of those half- 
value dollars on existing contracts made in 
100-cent dollars? If so, he should name 
them, and give them a chance to explain. At 


. all events, they have repented and refurmed 


their political program. 

Suppose there was only “ sixty days’ edu- 
cation on sound money.’ That is enough for 
men who are honest at heart. Ten years’ 
education will not be enough for men who 
are anxiots to cheat their creditors and in- 
voke the. government to help them do so. 
The trou@le wilh Kansas was that a majori- 
ty of the voters did not want to be “ edu- 
cated ’’ into the doctrine that honesty is the 
best policy. 

Bo when the correspondent ‘asserts that 
“the average Kansan is just as honest as 
the average man of any other State,” he 
errs. For if the average Kansan had been 
as honest as the average Illinoisan, Karsas 
would not have given Bryan and his plat- 
form 14,000 majority, while Illinois gave 
McKinley and honesty 143,000 majority. The 
honesty of the average’Kansan is thus showa 
to be much less than that of the citizer 
of any State in the Middle West. When the 
majority of the voters in a State declaré at 
the polis that they favor the repudiation and 
confiscation of credits, the spoliation of sav- 
ings banks and other lenders, and the de- 
basement of the currency of the nation by 
one-half, the average citizen must be poorly 
off for morals. 

There are honest men in Kansas, 160,000 of 
them; but they are in a minority, and must 
continue their campaign of education to re- 
deem their State to the paths of common 
honesty and restore it to the control of com- 


mon sense.

Has Absolately No Plans for the Future

Boston, Mass., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—It ie said 
this morning that Col. Mapleson has abso- 
lutely no plans forthefuture.

The organization is an English company 
with a limited liability, but fts directors are 
well-known and influential Londoners who 
are eminently able to pocket their losses. 
In order to aid the unfortunate chorus, bal- 
let, and other employés of the Imperial 
Opera company, a benefit concert will be 
given in the Boston Theater on Sunday. 

Col. Mapleson’s reverses have cut him to 
the heart. He isa broken old man and seems 
to be dazed by the crash of this, his most 
cherished, enterprise. He put every cent 
he owned into it and is practically penniless.

DEVICE TO ANNOUNCE AN ENEMY, 


Francis B. Badt’s Invention to Assist 
in Seaboard Defense. 

The invention. of Mr. Badt, like that of 
Mr. Haskins, aime to increase the efficiency 
of agencies of destruction already estab- 
Mehed. Instead of béing applicable to tor- 
pedoes, which roam abroad in their search 
for prey, it is designed to serve as an ally 
to the submerine mine of explosives, which 
Mes in wait for the passing of its adversary, 
to spring upon it from ambush. 

For the defense of a seaboard city the sub- 
marine mine is one of the most common ex- 


pedients. Large quantities of pawerful ex- 
plosives, stored in suitable airtight and 
watertight structures, are anchored beneath 
the surface of the water at points in the en- 
trances of harbors most likely to be pasged 
over by vessels seeking to make the port, 
generally at narrow passeges: The plant- 
ing of such a mine usually entails great ex- 
pense, each separate mine being connected 
with either shore by electric cabies, by means 
of which the mines may be exploded at will. 

In the method of planting a mine Mr. 
Badt’s invention contemplates no change. 
~es the efficiency of the submarine mines, 

the present system of their operations, 
ted, while to determine when to ex- 
plode them entails great expense. In these 
respects the invention proposes an improve- 
ment. 
Methods Now Employed. 

In order to explode the mines when hgs- 
tile vessels are nearest them and the greatest 
havoc will be wrought watchtowers are es- 
tablished wherever mines are planted. By 
noting the position of an approaching vessel 
through te og in two or more towers, 
and by com the angles from the two 
towers at w on he vessel appears, the po- 
sition of tne mine being known, it is possible 
to determine just when the‘ship is directly 
above the mine. 

The objections to this method, which is 
the one in vogue for the lack of a better 
one, can be geen without difficulty. The 
mine ie useless at night, when the approach- 
ing vessel cannot be seen through the tele- 
Scopes, or even in a heavy fog.

the submm&irine mine as a munition of war. 
By day or night, Ww pe Promos oh spo attached to 
the mine and by an electric cir- 
cult with an siaanelater board on shore, it 
will give warning of the presence in its vi- 
cinity of any large mass of etic ma- 
terial, a term which includes all fashions of 
War vessels now in use. It serves as a great 
feeler, by which the approach of an enemy 
is detected. 


Automatic Explosion Possible. 


It is capable of still greater usefulness. 
The circuit of the electro-magnetic sentinel 
may be so connected with the circuit con- 
‘reiling the mine:that an expbosion will be 
brought about automatically when a vessel 
approaches. 

“So powerful are the charges of explo- 
Sives used in those submarine mines,’* said 
Mr. Badt yesterday in speaking of his in- 
vention, “‘that it is not necessary for the 
vessel to be directly over it in order that 
it shall be effective. If the heaviest of war 
vessels was within twenty-five or thirty 
feet of a mine and it exploded the vessel 
would be crippled. If the explosion should 
take place and the vessel be so far away as 
not to be damaged, its Captain would sure- 

take warning of danger ahead by the ex- 

osion of the first mine and make no fur- 

ther effort to enter the port of an enemy 
thus defended. 

“ How did I come to invent this sentinel? 
Well, I read a great deal of war talk in the 

pers six months ora year ago. My serv- 
ice in the German army, in which I was 
First Lieutenant of cavairy when mustered 
out, resulted in making me greatly interest- 
ed in all military matters. The subject of 
coast defenses was largely dealt with in 
the newspapers, and the inefficiency of the 
submarine mine at night or during a fog 
struck me as something which might be 
remedied. 

Experiments at Home. 

“TI carried on experiments with rude ma- 
terlals at my home for some time, and made 
many tests there of this device before get- 
ting it patented. As a result, I think I 
have something practicable and valuable, 
and certainly. something which will reduce 
the expense of maintaining batteries of sub- 
marine mines already planted, 

“ The sentinel can be used wherever it is 
desired to detect the approach of a mag- 
metic mass, Or a mass capable of causing 
induction. ‘A line of these sentinels might 
be thrown out, floated a short distance be- 
neath the surface by ordinary buoys, four 
or five miles from the entrance to any har- 
bor, where there were no mines. A single 
cable would suffice to connect them with 
the mainland, and by an annunclator board 
the sentinels would give intelligence on land 
of the approach of any vessel and show 
what section of the cable or line of senti- 
nels the vessel was crossing. 

“Even further adaptations can be made 
of this device, or at least of other devices 
in connection with it. A telephone could 
be placed in the case with each sentimel, 
and when a drop went down on the an- 
nunciator board the operator could make 
a connection with the corresponding tele. 
phone circuit and hear the sound of the ves- 
sel passing through the water five miles 
away. He could hear the pounding of her 
engines. Or if she were standing perfectly 
stfll could heary the sound of the water 
against the sides of the ship 

"In place of simply freeing a drop sig- 
nal on an annunclator board, the disturb- 
ance of the sentinel could be made to give 
visual or sound signals to persons at a dis- 
tance from the end of the circuit by flash- 
ing colored lights, or in any method de- 
sired.” 

Says Uncle Sam Is Exclusive. 

Mr. Badt said he had little idea his patent 
would be purchased by the United States 
Government. The men having charge of 
the coast defenses, the United States corps 
of Engineers, he said, have a marked 
inclination to adopt devices invented 
engineers or others outside of their owe 
ranks. In case of war between the United 
States and any other country, however, 
Mr. Badt said he would cheerfully furnish 
a supply of the sentinels to defend the sea- 
coast cities. 

“I have been acquainted with the facts 
connected with the granting of a great 
many patents,” said Mr. Badt, “ but never 
until I applied for this patent knew of a 
case in which the fied’ was entirely clear. 
That is, in this case, there had never been 
an application filed for the patenting of 
a device for any similar purpose. 

“Now, while the implement I have pat- 
ented is extremely sensitive to magnetic 
influences, it is not fragile or subject to 
damage from rough handling, and it is easily 
applied and inexpensive. To lay a submarine 
mine, with its cables, outside the cost of ex- 
plosives, requires an outlay of from $20,000 
to $30,000. One of these sentinels could be 
added at a first cést of $50, which would 
double the usefulness of the mine.”

Per Cent—Mr. Preston’s Annual Re- 

port, Giving Statistics of Preduc- 
tion of Precious Metals,

Washington, D. C., Dee. 4—The annual 
report of R. EB. Preston, the Director of the 
Mint, states there is no doubt that thesilver 
coins of the United States are now being. 
counterfeited, exactly similar to the genuine 
in size, weight, and devices. Some of these 
coins cannot be distinguished from the gen- 
uine even by experts. A dangerous counter- 
feit ailver half dollar has made its es ag 
ance in the Bast and West, the weight of 
which is 192 grains, with a fineness of .867%, 
wiile the weight of the genuine is 192.9 
grains of the fineness of 000. The préfit to 
the counterfeiter is now about 100 per cent. 

So far the best known protection against 
the counterfeiting of coins has been found 
to be the lettering placed on the edges, sim- 
ilar to that on the first coinages of the United 
States or the 5-franc pieces of France.  . 

The Director recommends that authority 
be given the Secretary of the Treasury to 
have experiments made to determine the 
best means of preventing the counterfeiting, 
or at least minimizing the danger. 

The report of the Director of the Mint 
shows the operations of the mints and assay 
pifices during the fiscal year 1896, together 
with etatistics of foreign countries relative 
to the production, coinage, and monetary 
condition of each.

Mr. Figtethaler retired at 8 
o’clock that night and locked his store, 
After that hour a family who resided over 
the store heard some one moving around in 
the place and when Mr. Figlethaler came to 
open the store he found the front door wide 
open. He says that when he sifted the flour 
he felt some hard substance, but paid no 
attention to it. He is positive that his four 
was dosed. Although there have been in all 
about 500 persons affected by eating the 
bread no one is in a sefious condition. The 
trade of the baker, however, has been de- 
stroyed. 


BEHME IS HANGED AT M’LEANSBORO. 


Expiates the Murder of His Wife and 
Child on the Scaffold. 


McLeansboro, Ill., Dec. 4.—{Special.]}—Fred 
Behme, who murdered his wife and 3-year- 
old son last Baster Sunday, was hanged in a 
building erected in the court-house yard 
here today. His last day on earth was spent 
much the same as all the days of his con- 
finement in jail, except that he had more 
company.

TRIBUNE correspondent last night he ex- 
pressed himself as prepared to meet his 
fate and laid the blame for all his trouble 
on the Roman Catholic Church.

During the forenoon he asked that some 
children be brought in to sing for him.

Cummins went to the public school and 
returned with twelve little girls. They 
Bang several songs and he thanked them 
for their kindness. 

At 12 o'clock, after he had been dressed 
in a new ‘suit of black clothes, Sheriff Buck 
entered the room and read the death war- 
rant. At. 12:20 he marched steadily out of 
“his ‘room between two deputies, descended 
the stairs into the building erected for the 
purpose, and ascended the scaffold steps, 
apparently the most unconcerned man in the 
building. 

When asked bythe Sheriff if he desired to 
say anything he stepped to the front of the 
scaffold and spoke in German for five min- 
utes. His speech was a reiteration of his 
talk since’ his confinement. After Behme

at Behme’s request, sang a song, and the 
Rev. N. B. Hodsden offered a prayer.. The

DEFECTIVE PLATES FOR BATTLESHIPS. 


Steel Intended for the Kentucky aad 
Kearsarge Returned to the 
Carnegie Company. 


Washineton, D. C.,. Dec..4.— For many 
months past the Navy Department has been 
having more or less difficulty in obtaining 
a suitable grade of steel for the construc- 
tion of naval vessels, and particularly ®& 
Newport News, where defective plates have 
been found in several war vessels. 

Possibly the development of the weakness 
in the plates may be attributed to the adop- 
tion there of improved methods of construc- 
tion, involving the use of flanged plates in- 
stead of flat plates connected by angle rolls, 
or it may be that the constructor in charge 
at Newport News is more particular than 
others as to the quality of the plate he 
uses, but it is certain he has rejected and 
thrown on the hands of the makers—the Car- 
negie company—an unusually large number 
of plates. 

The attention of the Steel Board has been 
directed to this subject, and consideration is 
being given to the question as to whether it 
will be necessary to change the system of 
inspection at the steel mills or make the 
specifications more rigid. 

Newport News, Va., Dec. 4.—Naval Con- 
structor J. J. Woodward when interviewed 
tonight refused to give out any statement 
regarding the defective armor, plates to be 
used in the construction of the battleships 
Kentucky and Kearsarge. 

So closely was the discovery guarded that 
in this city where the battleships are build- 
ing the public has been in total ignorance of 
the defects.

Reeves for an Extra Session. 

Walter Reeves, when subjected to the usual 
arrival interview, said without hesitation: 
“TI frankly say that there seems to be no es- 
cape from an extra seasion. Things seem 
to be in a rather bad tarigle in the Senate, 
and eo far as I can judge there is po prospect 
of revonue legislation. I believe we ought 
to have a protective tariff bill passed on reg-. 
ular Republican lines. The people expect 
that of us, and, in fact, it was a distinct 
issue at the last election. The miners in my 
district voted for me, as they voted for Maj. 
McKinley, because they desired a return to 
Republican policy. So far as I can discover 
their argument was a simpleone. They said 
they had plenty of work and good times 
when the Republicans were in power, and 
that they lost their jobs and the times were 
baa when the Democrats were in control. 
They therefore voted to give us contro] of 
the government without going very deeply 
into the question and simply trusting the 
Republican party to do what was necessary 
to put the country in good shape again. 
They will hold us responsible for our work, 
but they will judge of résults, and not of 
the methods. They expect a protective poli- 
cy, and we must rede@m our pledges at the 
earliest possible moment.’’ 


Nerth Side Member Talks. 


Representative Cooke said in a laughing 
way: “ The question of revenue has been so 
thoroughly thrashed over of late that it 
seems hardly worth while to talk about .K. 
Every one knows that the government needs 
more money, and almost. every one knows 
that while the House of Representatives is 
able and willing to give all the relief asked, 
the Senate is in such a condition that there 
is but little prospect of satisfactory legisla- 
tion at this session. Everything points to 
an extra session and the early adoption of a 
general tariff bill. I come back to Wash- 
ington in. better health, than ever before, and 
ready to do what seems best for the country 
and the city which I represent, and as I was 
re@lected by 6,000 majority or so I feel en- 
couraged to believe that the people of Chi- 
cago will trust their representatives to do 
what seems best in view of all the circum- 
stances. I have no particular scheme of my 
own to settle any of the revenue or financiul 
questions, but shall consider each appropria- 
tion as it is brought up in the regular course 
of business in the House.”’ 


Views of Other Westerners. 


Congressman Hepburn of Iowa, Chairman 
of the House Committee on Inter-State 
Commerce, and Congressman Broderick of 
Kansas, both of whom arrived today, are in 
favor of an extra session and the immediate 
passage of a Republican tariff bill. Mr. 
Hepburn favors a moderate protective meas- 
ure. Mr. Broderick believes that no silver 
or financial legislation will be enacted either 
by this or the succeeding Congress. The 
House, he said, would block legislation 
favorable to silver and the Senate legislation 
in opposition to it. 

Representative Thomas of Michigan says 
the sentiment in Michigan is decidedly in 
favor of the immediate passage of a meas- 
ure to raise additional revenue.

TO PUNISH PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 


Silwer Senators Will Oppose Confirma- 
tion of Recent Appointments. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 4—[Special.}— 
From an influential member of the adminis- 
tration it is learned that the President and 
his advisers do not expect to have recess 
appointments confirmed by the Senate. This 
includes all the Postmasters appointed to 
vacancies caused by the removal of men for 
offensive partisanship, and it also includes 
Secretary Francis and W. 8. Forman of Illi- 
nois, who was made Internal Revenué Com- 
missioner as a reward for his services in the 
cause of sound money, although his prede- 
cessor was not removed, but resigned vol- 
untarily to accept a lucrative position with 
an Wastern trust. It is figured out by the 
administration that the rampant silver men 
first of all will refuse to confirm these late 
appointments, and that they will be backed 
up by the Republican Senators, who do not 
wish to have gold Democrats thrust upon 
them and fixed in office for four years. 

“We are only getting things ready for 
Maj. McKinley's administration,” said the 
official referred to, “‘and we have no idéa 
that these new appointments will hold after 
the 4th of March. We will, however, inthis 
way at least get even with the men who not 
only declared for Bryan and free silver but 
who also went out of their way to vilify the 
administration and charge it with fraud in 
the bond sales, as well as with the general 
responsibility for the hard times. In the 
case of some of these men who have been re- 
moved We have positive proof that they de- 
clared Pepeatedly that President Cleveland 
had personally made a good thing out of the 
sales of bonds, and that other members o¢ 
the administration had also feathered their 
own nests. 

“These recess appointments must. hold 
good until the conclusion of the coming ses- 
sion of the Senate.

Attitude of Silver Senators Toward the 
Republican Caucus. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—There are now 
quite a number of Senators who walked out 
of the Republican National convention in 
the city. Senators Cannon, Dubois, and Pet- 
tigrew are here, and met at the Capitol to- 


day, but discussed matters only in a genera! 


way. 

There has been some speculation as to 
whether these former Republican Senators 
would attend further Republican caucuses. 
One of them when questioned said that 
it would be time enough for him to decide 
when he was invited to a caucus, and called 
attention to the fact that notices always 


(are served on Republican Senators that a 


caucus is to be held. 

Another Senator said that he would not 
attend any caucus at present and would 
await developments. 

The general impression of the silver Sen- 
ators is that no important legislation can be 
“passed at this session. There is also an im- 
pression that the Republicans and the silver 
mén would prefer that nothing be brought to 
an issue until after the.various. Sénatorial 
elections in the Western, States, when the 
complexion of, the silyer-and 1 ndent 
forces in the next Senate will be more defi- 
nitely ascertainable. 

Senator Pettigrew in an interview said he 
did ..noet consider the prospects for tariff 
‘legislation at the approaching sesgion good, 
but added that he was a eantuntlontes and 
opposed to obstruction. 

Senator Baker of Kansas also thinks the 
prospect for the passage of the Dingley bill 
meager and is strongly opposed to it. He 
expressed the opinion that the question of 
an extra session of Congress next spring 
would depend largely on the result of Sen- 
atorial elections this winter. 

Senator Peffer ‘today denied the report 
telegraphed from Topeka that he entered 
into an agreement in regard to the tariff 
in connection with his campaign for re- 
election. He said: 

“I mever favored high duties on any arti- 
cles except luxuries, and I have long advo- 
cated free sugar, salt, lumber, and qal. I 
would levy high duties on all articles used 
exclusively by the rich and fastidious, and 
this not for protection but for revenue. As 
to articles in universal use among the poorer 
classes they ought to be admitted free of 
duty. What our farmers sell is 
sold at prices regulated in foreign 
markets and our working people 
are in open competition on their own ground 
with the foreign laborer. If we have to work 
and sell m competion with foreign labor and 
foreign products let us buy at foreign prices. 
We can raise our revenues easily and far 
more justly than we are now doing through 
a graduated tax on large landed estates and 
incomes. I would reduce rather than in- 
crease present tariff rates. An additional 
tax of $1 a barrel on beer will give us all the 
revenue we need, and its collection will not 
add a farthing to the national expenses. 
Besides that, nobody would feelit. Chang- 
ing conditions have wrought corresponding 
changes in my tariff views, and, if we are to 
permanently maintain a single gold stand- 
ard, I shall favor absolute free trade except 
as to articles used only by the wealthy and 
the profligate.”’

Secretary Morton Arouses the Ire of 
Congresemen. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 4:—[Special.}—Sec- 

retary Morton has again thrown down the 

gauntlet to the members of Congress in a

He has incorporated in his report a special 
communication of how Congressmen dis- 
pose.of the seeds which are allotted ta them 
and he has even gone so far as to mention 
them by name. An inspection of the list 
printed does not seem to show that any of 
them have done anything wrong with their 
seed allotments. On thé contrary most of 
them have distributed their seeds around 


cieties, Grand Army posts, public officials, 
and Chairmen of local political committees. 

The members of Congress are much 
wrought up over this curious addition to the 
Secretary’s report and they declare that it is 
a gross violation of the courtesies between 
the executive and ‘legislative branches of 
the government. While many of the mem- 
bers of Congress admit that the seed business 
is in some cases ridiculous and generally 
only a political maneuver, they say it is not 
becoming in an executive officer to fill up his 
report with arguments for or against any 
law, but that on the contrary his whole duty 
is‘ to execute the laws as he finds them, 
leaving to Congress to assume the responsi- 
bility for the enactment of the statutes. 

Most of the members are particulafly dis- 
gusted at having their names dragged into 
a report in-such a way as-to indicate that 
there had been something wrong about their 
use of the seeds, whereas in fact the law re- 
quires them to distribute the seeds and 
make no discrimination as to the method in 
which they shall do it. 

Secretary Morton: and Congress have been 
at odde over the seed question for years, 
and the @istinguished Nebraskan has come 
in for a great deal of criticism owing to the 
fact that he was formerly in the seed busi- 
ness himself, and hence the Congressmen 
rege him with having attempted to use 

is official position to further private in- 
terests. Among the members who have al- 
réady arrived there is a great hubbub over 
the publication of the special report, and 
several of’ them say that they will go further 
than ever before and push to its passage a 
ppecial resolution denouncing Secretary Mor- 
ton for attempting to interfere with the 
rights of Congress. 

Those who have studied the question say 
that no other Secretary has ever resorted 
to such extraordinary means to render odious 
a law which he does not happen to like, and 
which he even went so far as to refuse to 
execute until specifically ordered to do so by 
Congress. The members, moreover, are 
barking at the moon to a large extent, for 
the Department of Agriculture, under con- 
trol of Secretary Morton, has secured all 
the appropriation ft can have to carry it into 
the next administration, and Mr. Morton is 
independent of Congress from now on. It 
is impossible to cut off the supplies, and he 
cannot even be annoyed by more stringent

AFFAIRS OF INTERIOR DEPARTMENT 
DISCUSSED BY SECRETARY. 


He Proposes a Solution for the Prob- 
lem of the Bond-Aided Railroads— 
Reviews the Condition of the Pub- 
lic Domain-—Gives Figures on Pen- 
sions and Pensioners—Suggests a 
New Method of Administering In~- 
dian Affairs. . 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4+The annyal 
report.of Secretary of the Interior Francis 
was made public today. It deals with all the 
affairs of the various branches of the In- 
terior Department during the last year and 
makes, a number of important recommenda- 
tions. It proposes a solution of the vexed 
problem of the bond-aided rodds, deals éx- 
haustively with the pension administration, 
reviews the progress of the Dawes Com- 
mission negotiations, and touches upon vari- 
ous matters of especial significance in the 
West. * 

The report opens with a discussion of the 
public domain. It shows that the total num- 
ber of acres disposed of up to June 30 last 
was 946,000,000, leaving the public doniain 
still vacant estimated at over 600,00®000, not 
including the district of Alaskag with an 
area of 369,000,000 acres. ! 

Since the homestead act was passed on 
May’ 20, 1862, there have been 162,891,132 
acres entered by homestead sefflers. Of this 
almost 103,000,000 acres will allbe patented. 
when the legal conditions have been made. 
Of the remainder, 42,000,000 represent en- 
tries canceled and almost 18,000,000 acres 
commuted to cash. The total) number of 
mineral entries up to date is 29,820; patents 
to railways and wagon roads since the first 
grant was made reach 85,729.751 acres. 
There also have been 335,601,752 acres dis- 
posed of by preémption, cash sales, scrip, 
locations, military bounty Jand warrants, 
town sites, desert land, timber culture, 
timber and stone entries, Indian allotments, 
and donations to settlers. Thére are yet 
due to railroads and wagon roads under their 
grants:114,736,639 acres, of which not more 
than 60 per cent are available for patenting 
under the condition of the grarits. The total 
grants of lands to the various States and Ter- 
ritories up to March 12 last aggregated 
131,868,630 acres, in addition to the ri- 
cultural college scrip for 7,880,000 acres. e 
total of all lands segregated from the public 
domain aggregates 046,219,160 acres. 

Country Being Settled Fast. 

The report says: 

*“ These figures: demonstrate that the coun- 
try is being settled with great rapidity and 
that the public domain is being diminished 
by great strides. If the rate of disposition 
of the last thirteen years, which is 25,000,- 
000 acres a year, is contintied for thirtean 
years to come there will be little of the 
public domain outside of Alaska in 
sion of the government at the expiration 
of that time. Of the 114,000,000 acres 
granted to railroads but not patentéd, there 
can be no objection to transfer! posses- 
sion and control of whatever portion has 
been earned ‘by complying with the granis 
and that may be available thereunder 
(estimated at 70,000,000 acres), with as much 
promptness as ssible; but until these 
grants are adjusted no additional ones 
should be made. During the year 15,527,844 
acres were patented to railroads under Con- 
gressional grants.” 

Timber Should Be Protected. 


Discussing forest reservations the report 
says no permits to cut timber on public 
lands should be granted for any purpose 
other than to supply the needs of actual set- 


“tlers in the neighborhood of the fo 3 


where timber is to be cut and should be ac- 
companied by al possible safeguards. Of 
the Des Moines River land claims over 117,- 
6382 have been paid and the remainder will 


‘be paid by the end of the calendar year. 


Secretary Francis urges upon Congress the 
necessity for legislation for the reclama- 
tion and disposal of lands within the arid 
regions. Unless the Carey act could. be 
amended so as to give the State power to 
pledge lands for their reclamation, “he says 
it would be better to place the lands under 
the direction of the States only so far as 
may be necessary to secure their reclama-. 
tion for the benefit of actual settlers. 

All applications made by persons who had 
paid the double minimum price for lands 
lying east of Duluth along the Northern 
Pacific railroad grant to have the excess 
of $1.25 per acre refunded have been sus- 
pended to await the final location of the 
eastern terminus of the Northern Pacific 
by a court of competent jurisdiction. The 
department has been unofficially informed 
that~a suit shortly will be brought for that 
purpose. * 

Regarding Pensions and Pensioners. 


The total amount paid by the government 
in pensions and the cost of di rsing the 
same for the last thirty-one years is $2,034,- 
817,769. This lacks only a little over $346.- 
712,500 of being equal to the high watermark 
of. the interest-bearing public debt. The 
present number of pensioners, which is 9790,- 
678, is greater by 4,666 than in 1893, when the 
maximum annual cost was reached, and is 
greater than ever before. This is due to the 
death of old soldiers and the continued pay- 
ment’ of allowances to their heirs, while the 
amount paid is decreased through the death 
of invalid pensioners leaving no dependents. 

The pension policy of the department has 
Been to make the pension list a roll of honor 
rather than to save money to the govern- 
ment:-the. effort has been to defeat the 
designs of impostors, while recognizing the 
claims of the needy and deserving. General 
pubiic sentiment, however, ts that the obli- 
gations of the government are confined to 
those who fought for its maintenance and 
those dependent uponthem. The total num- 
ber of our pensioners in foreign countries 
was 3,781, who were paid $582,735. 

Increase of from $8 to $12 per month is 
recommended for all wholly disabled and 
destitute Mexican War survivors. 

Suggestions as to Indian Affairs. 
tinder the head of Indian affairs the Sec- 
retary Babes the recommendation of his 
predecessor for a commission of three, one 
of whom shall be an army officer, to take the 
place of the Commissioner and Assistant 
Commisstoner of Indian Affairs. 

With regard to the dispute over the Un- 
compahgre Indian Reservation im Utah, in 
which valuable deposits of asphalttum have 
been discovered, Secretary Francis ex- 
pressed the opinion that the commission 
which treats with the Indians for the allot- 
ment of their lands totally misunderstood 
the agreement of 1880, by which the. Un- 
compahgres were removed from Colorado. 
The Indians declined to pay $1.25 an acre for 
the lands alloted to them because they were 
led to believe that the purchase money would 
come out of their trust fund of $1,250,000, 
which furnished them $50,000 per annum. 
This is not the case. The purchase money 
would not disturb the trust fund, but would 
eventually come out of the proceeds of the 
sale of their Colorado lands. The commis- 
sion was dissolved last February. 

People Should Have the Benefit. 

“It is my judgment,” said the Secretary, 
“that some legislation should be enacted 
whereby the people of the United States can 
at an early date have the benefit of these 
valuable deposits. If the lands contain- 
ing then’ were owned by an individual or a 
corporation instead of by the government 
business methods would be pursued in dis- 
posing of them. They would be sold to the 
highest bidder at public auction or by sealed 
bide, or would be leased, or the righ~ to work 
the deposits would be granted for & consid- 
eration in the shape of a royalty or other- 
wise.

HAWAII I§ SAFE FROM pra 


Every Foreign Power Kuows of the 
American Mandate, “ Hands Off!" 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 4.—The least likely: 
thing that could happen to Hawali would be 
its seizure by any of the great powers of 
Europe; and so it may be said that the ap- 
prehension of such seizure, which has re- 
cently been expressed by Gen, John W. 
Foster, is groundiess. All of the European | 
powers are fully informed of the nature of 
the moral and political relationship 
exists between Hawaii and the United States, 
and all of them are aware that the United 
States would not permit any of them to 
seize Hawali or to interfere with Hawalian 
independence, . 

Of the six great powers of Europe, there 
are certainly four that do not want Hawaii, 
and these are Russia, Austria, Germany, and 
Italy. The other two, France and Englund, 
are not such fools as to offend the American 
Government for the sake of Hawaill. 

It is poseible thas Japan might like to get 
possession of Hawali if the coast were clear, 
and the United States were out of the way, 
but the Hawalian coast is guarded against 
Japan, as also against other powers, by the 
United States, a country for which the 
Mikado entertains profound respect. 

Hawali knows that it is her destiny to be 
annexed to the United States. Europe and 
Asia know it. The United States know it. 


PRESIDENT-ELECT HAS A HORSESHOE. 


It Is Gold-Plated and He Will Take It 
to the White House—His Inau-~- 
guration Horses. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 4—An old and 
once rusty horseshoe, now gold-plated and 
adorned with sixteen silver nails, will be 
brought, with his other household gods, 
from Canton by President-elect McKinley. 

This horseshoe was picked up in the streets 
of Cleveland by City Clerk Howard Burgess 
and tied to the platform of Mark Hanna's 
private car when he went to the St. Louis 
convention. John F. Millér, who owned the 
car, treasured the shoe and after the elec- 
tion had it gold-plated andthe sixteen silver 
nalls added in facetious remembrance of the 
famous campaign.

PLAN IS NOT SIGNED. 


WHISKY AGREEMENT STILL A SUB- 
JECT OF CONSIDERATION, 


Agreement Governing the Output and 
Price of Spirits Is a Subject for Se. 
eret Meetings—Moore Bros.’ Note in 
New York Is Settled—Suit, However, 
Is Still Pending—W estern Stone May 
Pay a Dividend—St. Louis Electric 
Plant Is Purchased. 


The distillers’ agreement is not yct signed. 
This much is announced authoritatively. 
What the agreement will contain, if it is 
ever signed, and when it will be signed are 
matters which the people most interested 
seemingly do not caré to discuss. The en- 
tire conference of distillers le being hedged 
about with a good deal of secrecy. Levy 
Mayer is credited with being at the head of 
the proposed agreement, and it is supposed 
the agreement now under discussion is his 
own handiwork. Heretofore when there 
has been any meetings of distillors in Chi- 
cago they have generally been Held in Mr, 
Mayer's office. That is not the case the 
present time, however. Mr. Mayer is fa- 
millar with the doings of the conference, 
but it is not being held in his office. and he 
will not tell whether anything has been ac- 
complished toward the ends sought. Even 
the names of the people who are here attend- 
ing the conference are being kept secret. 
The principal man in the proposed agree- 
ment is supposed to be the President of the 
American Spirits Manufacturing company, 
Sam Rice, who arrived in Chicago early tn 
the week. There are perhaps one dozen @is- 
tillers who are in Chicago for the purpose 
of discussing the proposed trade agreement. 

It is probable the agreement will go 
through, It will take several days yet be- 
fore the entire scope o{ the agreement can 
be settled upon, and there are many diverse 
interests to be considerel and in some cases 
to be placated. A stock broker who claimed 
tO have inside information yesterday gayo 
out the following as the plan of agreement: 
The making of a fund of $500,000, to which 
the distillers were to contribute according 
to the output of their plants. Kach distiller 
in the agreement was to pay into the fund 
from 2c to Se for each gallon of sptrits pro- 
duced, the repayment, of this to be condi- 
tioned upon a faithful observancs of the 
rules of the association. The agreement was 
to further provide rules for the distribution 
of spirits and to take up questions of railroad 


rates and other matters of like interest to 
distillers, 


Moore Bros.’ Loan Is Paid. 


A loan of $50,000 made to the Shoe and 
Leather Bank of New York to Moore Broth- 
ers has been a yen according to advice 
from New York reedeived yesterday. July 
20 Moore Brothers borrowed $50,000 from 
the Shoe and Leather Bank, on which they 
deposited as collateral 330 shares of Dia- 
mond Match stock. This was the stock 
sold Oct. 28 on an order from the bank at 
the New York Real Estate Board rooms. 
The stock brought 126. The bank then en- 
tered suit in the Circuit Court in Chicago 
egainst the Moore Brothers for the balance 
due under the note with interest amounting 
in all to $7,109. The account is now settled 
at the bank, though by whom is not known. 
The suit, however, remains unsettied. The 
impression prevailed yesterday among those 
who were conversant with the facts in the 
case that the account against the Moore 
Brothers had been purchased by some one. 
The fact that the suit has not been dis- 
missed was looked upon as indicating the 
claim had not been paid by the Moores, and 
that whoever had made settlement would 
prosecute the suit through the Shoe and 
Leather Bank for the recovery of this 
money. ‘ 

The Western Stone company will hold its 
annual meeting Dec. 15. A directqr of the 
company Baid yesterday it was probable a 
dividend would ‘be declared at this meeting. 
The fompany now has an available surplus 
of $150,000 with no floating debts. Business 
is said to be good now and the prospects of 
the coming year excellent. It is believed, 
therefore, the company will be in a position 
to resume the payment of dividends at that 
time, and it is said the Board of Directors 
have a majority in favor of a distribution to 
stockholders. 


Purchase of a St. Louis Plant. 


The Western Electric company of Chica- 
go has purchased the plant of the St. Louis 
Electric Light and Power company, and 
against this asset $700,000 of additional 
stock will be issued. There has been issued 
80 far $3,000,000 of capital stock, and it is 
said further “extensions and improvements 
will require an additional outlay of $300,000, 
which will give the company a total capitali- 
gation of $4,000,000. It is said to-be the in- 
tention of the company to soon make appli- 
cation to have its stock listed on the local 
Stock Exchange, 

Local stocks continue dull. Business on 
the Chicago Stock Exchange is almost at 
a standstill. There seems to be no demand 
for stocks at the present time by the invest- 
ing classes, and owing to the attitude of 
the banks on speculative trading it is al- 
most impossible for brokers to do anything !n 
this line. The account trading is almost 
dead. Yesterday there were only two sales 
in the account, each of fifty shares of Weat 
Chicago. It was the account trading which 
made business lively on the local exchange, 
but the banks have shut down on it and will 
not loan money to carry on deals in local se- 
curitics. A number of the more prominent

TRADE CONDITIONS GIVE GROUNDS 
FOR BUSINESS CONFIDENCE. , 


Immediate Effect of Breaking Prices 
in Certain Lines Is to Check Large 
Buying, but Consumptive Demands 
Are Expected Soon to Restore an 
Equilibrium—Classified Failures for 
November Show a Gratifying Re- 
duction as Compared with October.

New: York, Dec. 4-—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

“he classified failures for November 
show gratifying reduction compared with 
October, and are especially important as 
ghowing that the peculiar disturbance dur- 
ing the Presidential campaign, which 
swelled failures $36,000,000 in August and 
September, did not prevent quick return toa 
monthly aggregate scarcely greater than 
that of May. Defaulted liabilities in eleven 
months have been $198,738,459, against 
$148,544,202 last year, the increase being only 
$14,000,000 outside of those two months, 
and this remaining increase of only 10 per 
_eent was also in part due to the alarm dur- 
ing the campaign.

gregate gives stronger ground for the con-

“Ground for confidénce is also found in 
the abandonment of two of the largest com- 
binations by which the iron industry hae 
been retarded, and the possibility that two 
others will be abandoned. Such a state of 
things within a month after the election 
suggest that these organizations, formed 
when depressed business failed to support 
all the works in existence, are not expected 
to survive a general revival of ample de- 
mands for products.

Agreement Reached by the Union Pa- 


cific and Denver and Gulf Brings In 
All Roads Between Chicago, St. 
Louis, and Colorado Confmor Points 
—Committee Appointed to Gonfer 
with Executive HBoard—May Add 
One More Administrator. 


Trane-Missouri lines tefminating in Col- 
orado have decided to become members of 
the new Western Traffic Association. 

When the reorganization of the associa- 
tion was effected it was the intention to in- 
clude the trans-Missouri lines terminating 
in Colorado. As so many roads run from 
Chicago through to Colorado points and 
much of the business which originates west 
of the Missouri goes straight through to 
Chicago, it wae believed to be necessary for 
the success of the association that there 
should be no dividing line at the Missouri 
River. ’ 

All the roads west of the Missouri River 
were willing to join except the Union Pacific, 
which claimed it could not do so on account 
of the Union Pacific, Denver, and Guif road 
holding an indepéndent position. Conse- 
quently it Was agreed to apply the new agree- 
ment, only to the lines east of the Missouri 
River. An agreement, however, has now 
been reached between the Union Pacific and 
the Denver and Gulf roads, the result of 
which will be the enlargement of the associa- 
tion to embrace all Western roads between 
Chicago, St. Louis, and Colorado common 
points. 

A committee has been appointed by the 
Colorado roads to confer with the Executive 
Board of the Western Freight Association 
and perfect arrangements for the admission 
of the Colorado lines. There is a probability 
that another member will be added to the 
Board of Administration so as to give the 
Colorado lines representation.

Maas to the fifty agents of the Hartford Fire, 
Scottish Union, National, and Hanover Insurance 
companies giving them two days in which to 
comply with the 1 per cent tax law. Unless re- 
turns are made by each one the City Collector 
says he will institute suits against these delin- 
quents. Munger, Ebbert & Co. are the general 
agents of these companies and paid the tax on all 
three In a lump sum. They have refused to make 
separate returns and their fifty agents will be 
prosecuted individually. Their names are in the 
hands of the Collector and the notice to each agent 
is as follows: 

** Under the provisions of an ordinance relating 
to foreign insurance companies doing business in 
the City of Chicago, passed by the City Council 
Feb. 8, 1896, as an insurance agent you are re- 
quired to report to this office the gross aniount of 
receipts collected and to pay to the city 1 per cent 
of that amount. No return has been made by you 
to date, and unless such return and payment are 
made within two days the penalty made and 
provided for will be strictly enforced.”’

CITY OF CLEAN STREETS. 


W. E. DENNISON TELLS OF REFORMS 
IN SAN FRANCISCO, 


How the Agitation of the Merchants’ 
Association Has Developed a Con- 


stantly Impreving System—Annual 


Cost of the Work Now Done Is $120,- 
000, and All Is Given Out by Con- 
tract to Lowest Bidder—Those Who 
Remove Garbage Pay for Privilege. 


Secretary W.E. Dennison of the City Street 
Improvement company, which has the con- 
tract for cleaning the streets of San Fran- 
cisco, is In Chicago on a tour of inspectior 
through the cities of the East in search of 
new things in municipal engineering. 

“I have not seen any streets as clean as 
ours yet,” he said. “ But I have not seen 
the cleanest of our American cities yet. I 
am told that Detroit is the cleanest, and } 
hear great things about Milwaukee and Buf 
falo. As to the Chicago streets, it is suf. 
ficient to say that they do not impress mé¢ 
pleasantly. 

“ The street-cleaning reform in San Fran- 
cisco began with the Merchants’ Association, 
which is something like your Civic Federa- 
tion, but was organized by the merchants 
for the single purpose of securing clean 
streets in the business district for the ef- 
fect on their merchandise. They subscribed 
money and cleaned the business district one 
year at their own expense. Having made a 
success of it, they took the contract the nex: 
year for cleaning the business district at the 
established price, and showed the public the 
difference between honest work and political 
jobbery. 

Stir Up the Authorities. 

“ Then, when they had made a success of 
it both ways they turned on the City Gov- 
ernment and demanded to know why it could 
not do the work as well and as cheap. They 
then succeeded in getting from the Board 
of Supervisors a separate tax levy for street 
cleaning purposes, and in this way disposed 
of the long-standing evil of spending all 
the money on other work and léaving noth- 
ing for street cleaning. Finally they ex- 
acted an ordinance that the street cleaning 
should be advertised and let to the lowest 
vidder. 

“But the 
Supervisors 


members of the Board of 
were not reformers, and 
refused to advertise. They~ turned 
over the work to the Superintendent 
of Streets, and the result was that while 
the appropriation was all spent the streets 
were no cleaner than before. That is to 
say, politics got to work and spoiled every- 
thing. Then the Merchants’ Association 
woke up and attacked the Board of Super-

Current 
estimates would leave only 3,500,000 more to 
come forward in nine months, and the larger 
consumption in mills does not advance prices. 
Other produce markets have been weaker. 

“Wheat rose at the close last week, but 

ually reacted, and broke sharply on 
riday, closing 2% lower for the week. 
Storms have some influence, but receipts 
for the week were only 2,964,821 bushels, 
against 7,014,911 last year. Atlantic exports 
were slightly smaller, flour included, 1,992,-

*Jobbers of dry goods report that sales 
for future delivery’ have fallen off. Trans- 
actions im wool have fallen off, manufactur- 
érs buying only as they receive orders. The 
situation in fron and steel is unsatisfactory 

. with unsettling rumors,as to the success of 
the steel pool, comparatively few sales of 
staple grades, and no likelihood of revivalin 
demand prior to February. 

“No material change is reported in prices 
for pork, print cloths, and lumber, while 
those for turpentine, tobacco, cotton, sugar, 
wheat, and flour are all higher. 

“ Exports of wheat from both coasts of the

TAquidation of Long Holdings of Stocks

New York, Dec. 4.—Bradstreet’s financial

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TO WAGE WAR ON EVIL BUTTONS. 


President Halle of the Board of Educa- 
tion Ready to Battle with Vual- 
gar Dises and Cigarets. 


The Board of Education will take imme 
diate and vigorous action regarding the but- 
tons with improper inscriptions which have 
been circulated in the public schools. The 
sale of cigarets to scho6l children also will 
receive quick attention. 

President Halle said yesterday he wduld 
immediately address a communication to 
Supt. .Lane requesting him to call the at- 
tention of the teachers in the various schools 
to the buttons in question with a view to 
suppressing their use. He said he also 
would consult with the attorney of the 
board, Mr. Morrell, to see if the law war- 
ranted bringing proceedings against those 
petsons responsible for scattering the hbut- 
tons among the pupils. The attorney also 
will be consulted in reference to immediate 
action against persons who sell cigarets to 
school children. 

President Halle’s attention was callei to 
the statement made by Vice-President Cu- 
sack of the board that it was not the prov- 
ince of the trustees to take action in this 
matter, as its responsibility with reference 
to the scholars was restricted to the school 
premises and to school hours. 

“This is a mistake, I think,” said Mr. 
Halle. ‘‘ It may possibly be technically cor- 
rect, but I think it is our duty to take a 
broader view of the matter, and use our 
power and influence in every way which 
promises to inure to the well being of the 
school children. There can be no question 
as to the pernicious effects of both these 
evils, and I certainly consider it my duty to 
do everything in my power to do away with 


them. 

“Those inscriptions on buttons are cer- 
tain to have a demoralizing effect on youth- 
ful minds, and I will fmmediately address 
a communication to Supt. Lane calling his 
attention to the matter, and requesting that 
he communicate with the teachers with the 
view of suppressing the evil. I will also 
consult with the attorney of the board, Mr. 
Morrell, with reference to proceeding 
against those responsible for their sale to 
the children, for it seems to me they are de- 
serving of punishment. 

“‘ As to the sale of cigarets, there should 
be no difficulty in securing convictions, and 
I shall certainly press the matter vigorous- 
ly. I think making examples of a few of 
these people would have a most salutary ef- 
fect. There can be no doubt as to the harm- 
ful effects, physically, mentally, and mor- 
ally, of cigarets upon children, and I think 
the board should use its power wherever 
possible to stamp the evil out.” 

Officials of the Civic Federation said that 
organization would codperate if necessary 
in suppressing the two evils mentioned, but 
were of the opinion that it would be !ndeli- 
cate to act in the matter unless the School 
Board failed to do so. 

Richard Waterman Jr., Secretary of the 
Educational committee of the federation, 
said that Miss Troendle of the Agassiz 
School and Miss Heinroth of the Schiller 
School had called upor him regarding the 
matter, and that he had discussed it thor- 
oughly with them. He had seen a number 
of the objectionable buttons, he said, and 
therd could be no doubt as to their per- 
nicious character. He said the subject prob- 
ably would come up at the next meeting 
of the committee, but that probably nothing 
would be done before the Board of Education 
indicated what action it would take in the 
matter. j 

Chief Badenoch said he would codperate 
gladly in suppressing the two evils. He had 
largely stopped the sale of the objectionable 
buttons by threatening with arrest those 
who were selling them. He said he would 
proceed against any others if tangible evi- 
dence was laid before him. With refer- 
ence to the sale of cigarets, he said he would 
prosecute any dealer who was shown to have 
sold cigarets to minors, and invited those 

sessing evidence to that effect to bring it 
fore him. 

Assistant Superintendent of Schools Ella 
F’. Young said her attention had been called 
to these objectionable buttons a short time 
ago by Miss Curtis of the Doolittle Schootl. 
She said many of them were of a highly ob- 
jectionable character, but that prompt and 
vigorous action had done away with them. 

Regarding the use of cigarets by school 
children Miss Young said: 

“If the use of cigarets were confined to the 
older children it would be bad enough, but I 
have seen little boys of 8 and 9 years of age 
smoking them.”

PREFER TW0O-CENT-A-MILE RATE. 


Western Roads Much Alarmed Over 
Mileage Ticket Question. 

Western roads are much alarmed over the 
action of the Central Passenger committee 
authorizing the issue by the lines in its ter- 
ritory of an interchangeable 5,000-mile tick- 
et at a flat rate of two cents a mile. 

The opinion is that the action of the East- 
ern lines will either compel the Western 
roads to-issue similar tickets or make the 
open rate for all tickets two cents a mile. 
A number of the roads are in favor of pur- 
suing the latter course. 

So far as action on the interchangeable 
mileage ticket question by the Western 
roads is concerned much depends upon the 
action of the Wabash. This road is a mem- 
ber of,the Eastern as well as of the Western 
Association. Its officials are reported to fa- 
vor the issue of 5,000-mile tickets over their 
entire system in case they should be forced 
te adopt such ticket over their Eastern

work and let it to the lowest bidder. The 
lowest bidder was our company, and we have 
been cleaning the streets ever since. Our 
first contract was for one year, and it ex- 
pired a month ago, when we were awarded 
a contract for two years. 

“The system we adopt is. patterned after 
that of Col. Waring in New York. We 
have divided the city into eight districts, 
according to the frequency with which 
they need sweeping. The first district, con- 
taining the business district, is cleaned ev- 
ery day and all the day. The second dis- 
trict.is cleaned once a day, and so on up to 
the eighth, which is cleaned once a month. 

“ With the exception of the first district 
and the market neighborhood of the second 
district, which are cleaned at night, and by 
hand, our cleaning is done in the daytime 
and by machinery, so that it can readily be 
inspected as it -is done. In the business 
district the refuse is constantly collected 
in closed pans by men in uniform and de- 
posited in metal barrels until emptied into 
the wagons. 

“The regular cleaning is supplemented 
by the labors of two flying detachments of 
workmen, who scour the city from end to end 
to put the finishing touches on the work of 
the machines. They take care only of what 
has been overlooked or is of recent accumu- 
lation, and therefore move rapidly. They 
contribute wonderfully to the completeness 
of the work and to the tidy appearance of 
the streets. 

‘** As to our rates, we receive 39.9 cents a 
year for keeping clean every 1,000 square 
yards of the streets, with 25 per cent of this 
sum added in the case of the first district. 
The city also pays separately for our fly- 
ing detachments. 


Annual Cost of Cleaning. 


“The cost of keeping our first district 
clean for one year is $10,000. The cost of 
keeping the whole city clean a year is close 
to the annual appropriation, which is 
$120,000. We do not pretend that this is less 
than the Superintendent of Streets used to 
spend, for he used to spend only $96,000 a 
year. The difference is that for his $86,000 
the city got absolutely nothing, while for 
the $120,000 it spends now it gets the clean- 
est streets in the West. 

*“ Within the rules which I have referred 
to we work under the Superintendent of 
Streets. That is, for instance, in the district 
which is cleaned only once a month he di- 
rects us which part of it to clean on each day 
in the month. Meanwhile the Merchants’ 
Association has not at all relaxed its exer- 
tions. It does its part still by watching us, 
and, in case of neglect, reporting us to the 
Superintendent. It employs men to do this 
work of inspection in buggies, so that they 
get around the city with great rapidity.”’ 

Mr. Dennison. said that San Francisco was 
ahead of Chicago also in disposing of its 
garbage. A company had just offered to 
take a contract for the removal of garbage 
for fifty years, and pay the city for it, in- 
creasing the pay each succeeding year. Some 
discontented parties were fighting the mat- 
ter in the courts, but the city had agreed to 
let the contract on these terms. 


MAY INDICT WESTERN UNION MEN. 


Grand Jury to Hear Bucket-Shop Evi- 
dence That May Lead to a True Bill 
for the Quotation Purveyor. 


—— 


Officials of the Western Union Telegraph 
company may be indicted by the grand 
jury today on charges of aiding and abetting 
bucket-shop operators in illegal speculations. 

Chairman A. F. Dreutzer of the Committee 
on Gambling said last night: 

‘* We shall indict the officlals of the tele- 
graph company if we can, and we have the 
indorsement of the Civic Federation. If 
the persons who make it possible for bucket- 
shop operators to carry on their business 
successfully are tMmdicted and punished, and 
given to understand that a repetition of the 
offense will meet with further prompt and 
more severe punishment, then bucket- 
shopping will cease in Chicago Heretofore 
the indictment of bucket-shop operators has 
been a farce. 

‘*John Hill Jr. of the Board of Trade will 
appear before the grand jury tomorrow. 

‘* Besides the bucket-shop operations there 
is plenty of other gambling going on in Chi- 
cago at present, but the most of it is of the 
cheap variety. However, we may pay some 
attention to it.” 

The grand jury heard the evidence of O. 
M. Stone, who was prosecuted recently by 
the Western Union Telegraph company and 
acquitted on a charge of tapping wires, but 
was enjoined from using them. The witness 
told the grand jury about bucket-shop ope- 
rations as far as the reception of quetations 
is concerned.
